doubted diſpoſition or order of things naturally 


fixt together, and by eternal Succeſſions of 
Cauſes and Effects, moving it ſelf in ſuch wiſe 


that nothing can diſtutb the Method, or break 
the Chain: In plainer Engliſh, We reject all 


ſuch unalterable Laws impreſs d on Matter and 
Motion, whereby whatever at any time comes 
to paſs on the Seas as well as in the Heavens 
and the Earth, cannot poſſibly but come to paſs; 
Which Irreligious Notion, as it has no ground 
in Nature, nor can it be warranted by common 
Senſe (as might eaſily be evinced, were it my 
buſineſs to diſpute the Point more than to aſſert 


the Truth, which will make all plain) yer I 
cannot leave it ſafely without a due Reflection 


on thoſe amongſt us, Who, when a Commander

As I cannot allow Names, which have 
no Beings at all, ſuch as Neceſſty, Fate, and 
Deſtiny, or Chance and Fortune any Agency in 


theſe places, ſo muſt I diſallow the Influence of 


all creared Beings here, wherher Saints or An- 


gels, Wizards or Devils; Such as can do us 
good, or may be ſuppoſed to do us hurt. 


Whatever, I ſay, is granted to any of theſe, is 
Mill under the guidance of Providence, either 


directly authorizing them, or ar leaſt permitting 
them, and for wiſe and ſubſtantial Reaſons 


determining to permit them; Tho' as ro the 
Saints, I mnſt caurion your Belief that they 


have nothing at all ro do with us, ſince that 


which is ſaid of Abraham, Abraham n ignorant 


of us, Iſa 63. 16. may equally be ſaid of thoſe 
Sainrs who are now in the Boſom of Abraham ; 


For they who are in the Boſom of Abraham can 


do no more good to us, than he could ro them 


who came out of his Loyns : However therefore 


Snperſtitious and Heatheniſh Chriſtians may in- 
voke the Mother of God her ſelf, that bright 
Star of the Sea, as the Papiſts fondly ſtile her, 
with the reſt of their Marine Protectors St. 
Andrew, St. Clement, St. Barbara, St. Nicho-

rionally ſeek only to the great Sovereign of the

For that the moſt High God, and He alone 
bas a ſupreme Authority over all things, an 
abſolutely ind iſputable Right to the ſole Govern- 
ment of the Univerſe, and by conſequence to 
our Addreſſes, is very plain both from Scriprure 
and Reaſon, whether we conſider the tranſcen- 
dent Dignity of His Eſſence, His great Wiſdom 
manifeſted in the Creation of Mankind, or 
His Goodneſs ſhew'd in our continued Preſer-

Should we contemplate only the ſupereminent 
Excellency of His being in ir ſelf, we might ſafe- 
ly join with the 24 Elders in their Adorations, 
Thou art worthy O Lord to receiv? Glory, and 
Honour, and Power, Rev. 4. 11. But if we will 


permit our Devotions to be heighten'd from 


any external Impreſſions, the ſame Elders offer 
all creared Narure as a proper Medium, For

Indeed the Dominion which God has over all

Illuftrarion or Compariſon : : Even the favourite 
Simile ſo frequently produced in Holy Scrip- 
tures, both of the Old and New Teſtament, Fer. 
18. 6. I/a. 45. 9. Rom 9. 20. which likens it to 
the Potters Power over his Clay, falls infinitely 
| ſhorr, and ſeems mightily ro cramp the Divine 
Operations abroad in the World: For alas!

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the Potter makes not his C/ay, as no other Artiſt | 


makes the Timber or Stuff of which his Inſtru- 


ment is formed; nor do they give Activity to 
the Fire, or, the Water, when they apply the 
one to the other; but tis through the Aſſiſtan- 
ces from above that they make any thing weful, 
either for Land or for Sea; nay after they have 
done their utmoſt, they can pretend to nothing 
but the Make or Faſhion of their Veſſel. 
Whereas with the Divine Artificer it is quite 
otherwiſe: He not only proportions the Sym- 
metry, and adapts a proper Figure to every 


Worte of His Hands ; He nor only aliens e 


ſeveral parrs of His Creation their proper Ser- 
vices, whether of greater or leſſer Ulefulneſs, 
of Honour, or of Diſhonour, as the Apoſtle ſpeaks 


Rom. 9. v. 21. but gives them intirely their 


Original Being: This Propriety God has fun- 
damentally in every thing viſible and inviſible, 
and thereby laid a fure Foundation for an un- 
conteſted, and abſolute Power over them: God 
made the Seas which encompaſs the Earth, and 
the Rivers which run among the Hills, as well as 


the Surface of the dry Land with the ſwelling 


Mountains that riſe upon it; God has an equal 
Right therefore to deal with them reſpectively 
as he thinks fit: For, if theſe parts of the World 
were made, that they might be govern d to the 


Glory of God as they certainly were, and we 
have ſeen them managed in a wonderful 1778

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ſerviency to him for ſome thouſands of Yeats ; 
He cannot think honourably enough of their 
Sovereign Creator, who ſuppoſes any Nature

And hence it is, Thar beſides the Deſpotical 
Right of Dominion already mentioned; which 
God abſolutely challenges to Himſelf over the 


Seas as well as over the Heavens and the Earth: 


There is another, which I would call a Reforal 
Right that immediately reſults from his actual 
taking upon Himſelf the Adminiſtration and 
Government of them: And this Power is ſeen 
in His continued Preſervation of them, as the 
other was demonſtrable from their firſt Forma- 
tion by Him: For as He then deſign d them their 
ſeveral Ends according to their ſeveral Capa- 
cities, He now appoints them their proper 
Meaſures for the obtaining thoſe Ends, and 


obliges them to execute His Orders as ſhall ſeem 


moſt agreeable to His Infinite Wiſdom : Nor is 
this Rectoral Power obſcurely intimated in Holy 
Wrir, where tis expreſt or implied in many 
notable Paſſages, but moſt fully in that loud

97. I. i. e. Not only the Earth that more ha-

I am to ſingle out but three Inſtances, 
whereby God has amply proved His Soverezgnty 
over the great Waters, Once in the Old World, 
then in 6 New, and laſtly in this World of 
ours, not more diſtinguiſh'd from Foreign Coun- 
tries by the Seas which are about us, than by the 
good Providences of that God who has deputed 
our Princes Sovereigns Here. a 
And from the three clear Inſtances which I 
ſhall produce, That of the Flood, of drowning 
Pharaoh and his Hoſt in the Red Sea, and the 
overthrow of the Invincible Armada (ſo called) 
in 1588, you'll plainly infer that all Mankind of 
war Condition and Quality ſoever are under 
God's Power and Juriſdiction on the Seas: Not 
the Perſons only of an inferior Rank, but the 
moſt puiſſant and renowned of the Sons of 
Adam, the Kings and Princes, the Generals and 
1 Captains, whenever they are found acting there

Or any the moſt Skilful Artiſt of 
thoſe Days ſecure them from Deſtruction by 
the beſt Naval Invention. had the People of 
that World had either leiſure or liſt to attend 
ſuch Ima inations? No, I bey neither could, 
nor did, For, we are aſſured, that they were ſo 

forſaken of God, They were eating and drinking, 
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were marrying and giving in marriage, St. Matth. 


24. 38. were ſurfeiting themſelves with unwar- 


rantable Jollity and Delight till thoſe Floods 
which were as deep as their Wickedneſſes, came 


and deſtroyed every Soul of them all, except 


Noah the deſpiſed Preacher of Righteouſneſs, Gen 


J. 23, 24. whom the Divine Builder ſaved by 


an Ark of his own defigning, and his Family 
for his fake ; Blefſed Lord! Here thy Friends 
plainly ſaw that Thou ſateſt above the Water- 


Floods for their Preſervation; and thy Enemies 


that Thou remainedſt there a King to their De-

_ culars, My ſecond Inſtance of the drowning of 


Pharaoh and his Hoſt in the Red Sea, Exod. 15. 
will furcher convince us, that not only Perſons 
of an inferior Rank, bur Kings and Potentares, 
the moſt puiſſant and renowned of the Sons of 


Men, when they are found reſiſting God upon 
the Seas, He will there ſeverely call them to an
